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Harried Life. 


Tu denying the preliminary applica- 


tion of n wife to enable her to bnng n 
»nit for divorce ngainst her hni.bnnil, 
Judge Donohue gave, yesterday, soinu 
very sonncl advice to murricd people n ho 
are troubled with "incompatibility of 
temperament." The case whose abrupt 
termination afforded the occasion for 
these remarks, appears to hove beeii n 
very frivolous one. The " cruel mid iu- 
human treatment" complained of by the 
wife seems to have r.isiinly consisted of 
occasional exhibitions oi boorislmess on 
the part of the hn&bnud. On one occa- 
sion he wns bored with her piaup play- 
ing, and attempted to summarily stop 
the annoyance by closing the lid of the 
instrument. His wife resisted, and got 
her fingers pinched. At another time, 
ho refused tobndge from the two choirs 
he occupied before the window to en.ihle 
his wife to remove some pet birds which 
were hanging outside. A third specifi- 
cation related to the violent ringing of 
the door-bell a( night by the defendant. 
Acts like these were tho head and front 
o£ the husband's offending, and yet they 
were deemed sufficient to warrant a de- 
mand for alimony and ivu allowance for 
counsel fees, to enable the wife to pros- 
ecute a suit for divorce from bed nnd 
board. 


There seems to have been evidence 


enough in the case to secure a verdict 
from any female jury that the husband 
had behaved like a "brnte." But then, 
had his wife's temper and conduct no 
share in making him so? It was very 
wrong to close the piano on his wife's 
fingers, but was it quite right to insist 
on compelling a man to listen to music 
he did not waut? Is it wise to make a 
man's homo so disagreeable that lie 
must either seek quiet and repose out- 
side of it, or resort to force to secure 
them inside? As to the pet-bird epi- 
sode, it would be interesting to hear in 
what kind of toce the wife asked .her 
husband to sit on one side: and before 
condemning without reserve that mo- 
rose and surly person, it might be 
only fair to give him some* credit for a 
dim feeling of regret that the woman he 
had conrted in days gone by had love to 
spare for her canaries, but none for him. 
Again, why should a wife's nerves be 
jarred by her husband's ring at the 
door-bell even if it were late at nig'it? 
There are women who rind more melo- 
dy ia that sound than ia contained in 
all the seven octaves of their piano-fortes 
or all the artless trills of their pet cana- 
ries. Was it not partly her own fault 
that the plaintiff in this case found the 
midnight ring so disagreeable to her 
nerves? 
We submit these points less with refer- 


ence to the litigant Thompsons than to 
the scores of married couples whose 
"difficulties" are fairly illustrated by the 
complaint in the case in question. The 
old-fashioned theory of mutual obliga- 
tion in the marriage relation is « good 
deal lost sight of in these days. Men are 
to apt to carry their business, faces and 
their business thoughts home with them, 
and so bring nothing but coldness, hard- 
ness, and reserve to the society of wife 
and children. 
On tho other hand, 


women are not ready enough to mulct- 
allowance for the wear nnd tear oi our 
commercial life upon the nerves and 
temper of the man who has to bear the 
Inruut of the struggle. It is to a very 
large extent for their wives'and children's 
Bakes that men are tempted to overtax 
their energies, and to make themselves 
prematurely old, in the endeavor to gc-t 
rich otmaintain a certain social position. 
There are many things that cloud a man's 
Inow nud sour his temper, about which 
'he cannot take his wife into his confi- 
dence. She would probably not under- 
stand them if he did, and the attempt 
to translate these troubles into definite 
speech is to many men a more acute pain 
than to simply enduro them. Women 
may have noticed the fact that the boil- 
ing kettle continues to bubble for ft little- 
after it has been lifted from the fire. In 
the same way, tho active brain of tho 
hard-worked professional or business 
man will, in spite of himself, ran on the 
affairs of his office after he has come 
within the precincts of home. A wise 
wife will mako allowance for the occa- 
sional grufsaess whose uonrce she can- 
not understand, and will make it her 
business to smooth out the hard lines of 
the troubled face, anil gently to allow 
the soothing influence of a pleasant 
hcine to work its gradual but certria 
cure. 
O' course, deeper than all faults of 


heacllessness or want o? heart is the 
radical moral error of forgetting what 
the marriage covenant is. 
As Judge 


Donohno reminded the sons-Hive Mrs. 
Thompson, people take in marriage 
"certain duties on tLui^elves, nud un- 
dertake to bear the infirmities of human- 
ity which each possesses." 
Whether 


"for better or for worse, for richc-r or 
poorur." is expreii; ly covenanted of not, 
•the conditions are distinctly understood. 
and married people are as obviously 
bound to accommodate their tastc.-> funl 
tempers to each oth-jr us they arc to re- 
spect the inviolability, of their neighbors 
property. They hnve no right to subject 
their ahiMren, if they have am, to the 
demoralizing influences of a contentions 
home, or tr> the shame inseparable from 
a broken marriage bond. They have 
as little right to \\eakeu the tie \\Lich 
holds society together by treating tho 
marriage vow as a thing terminable at 
the 
caprice or vindictive impulse of 


either parties to it. There has been a 
great deal to much twaddle talked about 
and published about tie sentimental 
side of this question. Oa the stage, in 
the court of justice, in the church, eVen, 
we have had'too many exposures of the 
morbid anatomy of the minds of vain or 
Ticious people, who chafe under the 
ties of matrimony. It is about time that 
the simple and imparetive duty of 
married men and women should be a 
little more insisted on, and as » contrib- 
ution to what is in danger of becoming 
a .rather scanty department of literature, 
we eommemd Judge Donahue's brief 
remaAstopOblinattention.—ST.Y.Times

Anti-Coolie legislation. 


The latest attempt to legislate for the 


exclusion of the Chinese only proves 
how difficult any cla-s legislation must 
always be. The bill of Mr. M) crs, of 
Pennsylvania, provides that when iuiiai- 
grants'have entered into a i-ontract for a 
term of service within thel'nited States, 
either for labor or improper pnrposts. 
such immigration shall not be' deemed 
voluntary, and the United States Consul 
shall not deliver the required permit. 
This may suit the latitude of China. 
But it follows that if n company of 
Welsh and English minors, engaged in 
Great Britain to'work two years in the 
works at Hallett's Point, should cross 
the ocean, they would be sent back as 
coolies. Or, i't Mr. jlyev.- should desirt 
to engage a Clyde woikmaii to superin- 
cleat putting n compound engine into itu 
ocean steamer on a six's months' en- 
gnpemeut, \he United States Consul at 
Liverpool would not let him Line r. per- 
mit to tiiul: moreover, the American citi- 
zen who should attempt to living the 
workman over would be liable to a pcnnl 
indictment, 


For and Against. 


Another ineffectual ntteiupt was in iile 


in the House yesterday to revho the 
franking privilege. Bone of the old 
members seem iinable tc forget the lost 
profits of that perquisite; and some of 
the younger ones appear to be subject 
to keen regrets that it is out of their 
reach. Mr. Speer, of Pennsylvania, 
was candid enough to say that the re- 
peal of the franking privilege was " an 
act of bold cowardice," whatever that 
maybe: and be admitted that in voting 
for'it he had been driven by " the lasii 
of the Metropolitan newspapers." But 
even an humble plea to let public docu- 
ments and garden seeds go free in the 
mails was denied. The Democrats gen- 
erally voted for the attempt at restora- 
tion, nnd the Itepnblicans were gener- 
ally ngainst it. 
Mr. Willarcl, of Yer- 
mo'ut. mado the apposite remark that 
the whole scheme was a phase of the 
growing heresy that it is the duty of the 
bovernmont to supply everything that 
aiijbody wanted.

PRIMARY AT SACRAMENTO, 


y the Jlecord-Union, we see that 


there is to be a regular Crawford-Coun- 
ty-plau primary held previous to the 
municipal election in Sacramento, at 
which a Mayor, Auditor, Assessor, Col- 
lector and one Fire Commissioner aro 
to be chosen, as well as a City Central 
committee for the ensuing year. Fol- 
lowing are the remarks of tho paper con- 
cerning the pledges, opinion of the sys- 
tem, etc.:

The seeoncl elailKC in the test—the personal 
pledge to support tlie nominees at the eity elec- 
tion—in erf a nutlirc that lias proved ilhinory in 
practice iu cases where ouch political part; has 
a candidate Iu tho field. 


It will be seen that the Republicans of 


Sacramento 'will have a chance to say in 
advance of election, who shall be their 
nominees. It seems, however, that a 
slight mistake has been made in exact- 
ing a pledge, except that in this case 
there will not likely be any dissatisfac- 
tion with the persons named for office. 
We shall look to the result of this pri- 
mary with special interest, for it must 
have great bearing upon party manage- 
ment throughout thu State. Hero in 
Oakland, a practical discord has been 
created in the ranks of the Republicans; 
because of a committee assuming abso- 
lute power respecting thr business of 
makintr nominations.
